San José, CA—El Condado de 
Santa Clara cuenta con un agencia 
de servicios de asesoría para ayudar 
a los dueños de casas habitación a 
negociar con sus acreedores hipo- 
tecarios sus deudas y así no perder 
su casa en el proceso de ejecución 
hipotecaria o embargo (conocido en 
inglés como “foreclosure”). 

“Neighborhood Housing Ser- 
vices of the Silicon Valley” es la 
agencia que, al menos una vez al 
mes, da clases a la comunidad La- 
tina sobre este tema. Pero no sólo 
sobre la ejecución hipotecaria, sino 
también de la venta a corto plazo 
(llamada en inglés “short sale”). 


Anna Elizabeth Reynoso, Con- 
sejera de “Neighborhood Housing 
Services of the Silicon Valley”, ex- 
plicó a este su semanario La Oferta 
Review, que “estas clases tienen el 
objetivo de educar a las personas 
sobre el proceso de cómo negociar 
con el banco y recibir la ayuda de 
una consejera aprobada por HARP 
(Home Affordable Refinance Pro- 
gram)”. 

“La principal diferencia entre 
los términos “foreclosure” y “short 
sale” es que en la primera, el banco 
le está quitando (embargando) la 
casa al propietario. En la venta 
corta “short sale” el propietario 
está vendiendo su casa con permiso 


del banco, por un valor menor del 
préstamo que les otorgó el banco. 
Ambos programas tienen sus con- 
secuencias y las personas deben de 
saber cuáles son”, acotó Reynoso. 

Por ello, sugiere que aquellos 
que se encuentran en éste tipo de 
situaciones, deben de acudir a esas 
clases educativas donde aprenderán 
a negociar con el banco. “Muchas 
veces hemos encontrado que las per- 
sonas han tratado de negociar con 
el banco directamente sin la ayuda 
de una consejera y como resultado, 
no tienen los documentos que los 
bancos o agencias hipotecarias re- 
quieren para renegociar la deuda”, 
enfatizó Reynoso. 

Una de las recomendaciones 
importantes que hace Anna Reynoso 
es el tener todos los documentos que 
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se le requieran, “ya que sin ellos 
no se puede determinar si podrá 
continuar efectuando sus pagos O 
si las modificaciones le ayudarían”, 
mencionó. 

Otra parte importante es el 
tener un presupuesto y en qué se 
gasta. “Esto debe de ir desde los 
seguros de casa y salud, hasta los 
gastos de comida, tarjetas de crédito, 
pagos del auto, ropa para los hijos

y esparcimiento. Todo aquello que 
represente un gasto familiar”, ejem- 
plificó Reynoso. 

Hay otras importantes reco- 
mendaciones para quienes desean 
salvar su propiedad de ser embar- 
gada. 

“La primera es informarse y 
educarse de lo que es el proceso. 
Segundo, es tener pruebas y docu- 
mentación de todo, tanto de los 
ingresos como de los egresos. El 
tercero sería que no esperen a ver 
qué pasa. Si ya tienen el problema, 
acudan en busca de ayuda”, enfatizó 
Reynoso. 

También, recordó que no debe 
usted de pagar por este tipo de ser- 
vicios, “desde el 11 de octubre del 
2009 la Ley prohíbe que alguien le 
cobre por adelantado por una modi- 
ficación a su préstamo”, aclaró.

Freyre said in a press release. The 
organization therefore opposes the 
campaign launched by the National 
Association of Latino Clergy and 
Christian Leaders, or Conlamic, 
which urges a boycott of the 2010 
Census to force the U.S. govern- 
ment to pass immigration reform. 
A boycott by immigrants “sends 
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the message that they do not want 
to participate in this society” when 
the truth is that most of them “want 
to participate and be recognized for 
their contributions,” Argote-Freyre 
said. 

“We support the approach of 
many immigrant organizations that 
urge undocumented immigrants 
to hand in their completed Census 
forms at churches and other loca- 
tions where they feel safe,” LAN 
said. LAN said that to avoid the 
boycott it will promote a number 
of activities among different com- 
munities in the state to explain the 
importance of taking part in the 
Census. The association recalled 
that the information provided by the 
Census is necessary for the federal 
government, which uses it to decide 
the allocation of economic funds 
and communities” political repre- 
sentation.

The White House’s budget requests 4,600 million dollars to help hire more 


The White House's budget request for the Department of Home- 
land Security for Fiscal Year 2011 contains more funds to strengthen 
frontier monitoring with barriers, police and weapons, while im- 
migration reform continues to be absent from the budgetary agenda. 
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Adding the discretionary and obliga- 
tory spending, Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano requested 
a total of $56.3 billion, an increase 
of 2 percent from last year. 

Her objective, as she explained 
on Monday, is to have the resources 
necessary to protect the United States 
from any threat but, at a time of large 
deficits, to do that with “efficiency 
and fiscal discipline.” But a glance at 
some of the main components of the 
budget request reflects an emphasis 
on the continuity of police measures 
against illegal immigration and the 
effort to fight narco-violence along 
the southern border. 

In fact, the budget - which in 
any case has to go through dissec- 
tion and discussion in Congress 
- includes funds to hire more Border 
Patrol agents and to strengthen the 
efforts of the Coast Guard, among 
other services. 

Napolitano was rather clear, 
saying that “we will continue to 
strengthen enforcement activities 
while targeting criminal aliens who 
pose a threat to public safety and 
employees who knowingly violate 
the law.” 

The Homeland Security Depart- 
ment also has requested $137 million 
for the electronic E-Verify program, 
via which businesses can verify the 
immigration status of their new em- 
ployees. The budget also requests 
more than $1.6 billion to continue 
the identification and deportation 
programs for undocumented for- 
eigners with criminal records, a 
$200 million increase over what 
was provided during the last Fiscal 
Year.

Tomar la decisión de emigrar a 
otro país no es fácil. Dejar la familia. 
la tierra y la comunidad para buscar 
un empleo en el exterior es un acto 
de valor que tiene grandes efectos. 
Las familias que quedan en México, 
ven partir a los esposos, hijos o her- 
manos en una búsqueda de nuevas 
expectativas de vida. 

Si bien es cierto que los con- 
nacionales que emigran a Esta- 
dos Unidos para percibir mejores 
salarios, en muchas ocasiones las 
condiciones de exclusión que deben 
enfrentar son desalentadoras. En 
su búsqueda por mejorar su cali- 
dad de vida y la de su familia, los 
inmigrantes que se han asentado, 
especialmente en California, enfren- 
tan hoy un reto doble: contribuir al 
desarrollo de su nueva comunidad y 
al mismo tiempo seguir ayudando al 
crecimiento de su lugar de origen. 

Los mexicanos en el exterior 
han formado, asociaciones y clubes 
de oriundos, organizaciones forma- 
das por emigrantes que habitan en 
Estados Unidos provenientes de una 
misma localidad para apoyar a sus 
comunidades. 


Debido al incremento del flujo 
migratorio en las últimas déca- 
das, estos clubes mexicanos han 
constituido uno de los grupos más 
numerosos de la población hispana 
en Estados Unidos. Actualmente 
existen más de 600 clubes y federa- 
ciones de mexicanos en 30 ciudades 
de Estados Unidos. 

En lo que corresponde a la cir- 
cunscripción del Consulado General 
de México en San José, registramos 
en 2008 y 2009 aproximadamente 
50 clubes y 4 federaciones origi- 
narias de los estados de Zacatecas, 
Jalisco, Nayarit, Estado de México 
y Colima. 

Estos Clubes o Asociacio 
nes de mexicanos en el exterior, 
con el apoyo del Instituto de los 
Mexicanos en el Exterior, llevan a 
cabo acciones para brindar apoyo 
a sus ciudades de origen, mediante 
proyectos transfronterizos tanto de 
origen como de residencia.
